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Detailed Action 

Response to Argument 

1. Applicant's amendment (see amendment filed on November 15, 2005), with 
respect to claims 1-14 has been fully considered and is persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1*14 has been withdrawn. The Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of 
claims 2, 9, 11 and 12, and the newly added claim 15. 

The Examiner accepts the amendment to the specification and abstract. After 
further consideration, the objection to the drawing has been withdrawn. 

Allowance 

2. Clams 1. 3'8. 10, 13. 14 and 15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance^ 

In reference to claims 1. 13 and 15 ' either EPA'Method 9014 (EPA — 
Publication Manual, Titrimeteric and Manual Spectrophotometer Determining 
Method for Cyanide') or Khan et al (Analytical Science, 'Determination of Trace 
_ Amounts of Copper (II) by using Catalytic Redox [Red uction Oxidation] Reaction 
between Methylene Blue and Ascorbic Acid') does not teach that the specific 
calibration curve comprises a higher concentration portion for a concentration range 
higher than an interaction concentration which corresponds to an intersection of the 
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first calibration curve and the second calibration curve, and a lower concentration 
portion for a concentration range lower than the intersection concentration. 

Further the claimed invention includes a higher concentration portion 
comprising a portion of a second calibration portion of second calibration curve for a 
concentration range higher than the interaction concentration and the lower 
concentration portion comprising a portion of the first calibration curve for a 
concentration range lower than the intersection concentration. 

The remaining claims 3-8. 10 and 14 are dependent upon claims 1 and 13 and 
contain further limitations.
